Funding the Virginia Home Front during the Civil War 

by

Most of us are familiar with bonds issued by the Confederate government 
used to help fund the war and the government itself. Millions in bonds were 
authorized and they have been well catalogued, and published in Confederate 
and Southern States Bonds, by Grover C. Criswell and Comprehensive 
Catalogue and History of Confederate Bonds, by Douglas B. Ball. 


But what about the home front? Eighteen municipalities in Virginia, 
including some that would later leave Virginia in 1863, issued their own 
paper money. The legal authority for the notes was cited and carried the 
signature of local officials such as the Mayor, the Chamberlain, the Treasurer, 
the President of Council, or Clerk of the Board. These notes were accepted 
for payment of town taxes, licenses, rent of city property, and debts due the 
city. Additionally, fifty-seven counties, again including some that would 
later leave Virginia in 1863, issued notes. These notes were signed by the 
Presiding Judge, the Clerk, the Treasurer, or the Sheriff, and in most 
instances, were receivable for local taxes. A complete listing of these notes 
and their denominations can be found in the Virginia Numismatic 
Association-sponsored publication, Virginia Obsolete Paper Money by 
Richard Jones and Keith Littlefield.

However, these are not the only types of fiscal paper that local governments 
issued. Some counties issued their own bonds . [“Notes payable” are loans 
for small amounts, generally less than $100, while “bonds payable” are loans 
on a much larger scale. Bonds provide a fixed rate of interest, with the 
principle repaid by the end of the bond term, and with periodic interest 
payments, often accounted for by “clipping coupons” printed with the bond.] 
Unfortunately, there is a paucity of information about collecting these 
interesting pieces of fiscal paper.

#81 Lexington County $500, Ten Year Bond of May 17, 1862 to William Tate, 
Treasurer, Issued at 6% by the Presiding Justice of the County Court of Rockbridge, 
W. C. Lewis, payable in 1873 
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Only twenty-six jurisdictions have been identified as issuing local bonds. 
Interestingly, they have been identified through five different methods of 
research. 

• Private Collectors - The largest group, consisting of twelve bonds, is 
in the hands of private collectors. Examples are Albemarle County 
($500), Appomattox County ($3000), and Page County ($100). 

• Public Archives - Three county bonds are described in public 
archives. These include Augusta County ($100), Isle of Wight 
County ($500), and King & Queen County ($100). 

• Local Histories - Information on bonds issued by Bath County 
($500), Powhatan County ($50), and the City of Portsmouth ($100), 
are described in local histories. 

• Auction Catalogs - The evidence of local bonds issued by 
Chesterfield County (amount not known) and Henrico County 
($3000) are found in auction catalogs. 

• Coupons - Most bonds were paid off with the redemption of coupons 
on a semi-annual basis. Although the actual bonds have not been 
seen for three counties, they have been identified as having issued 
bonds because coupons exist for Bedford County (amount not 
known) Clarke County ($126) and Goochland County ($500 and 
$ 1000 ). 

•

Except for Greene County ($1 and $2), King and Queen County ($100), 
Loudoun County ($100), Montgomery County ($1000), and Page County 
($100), all other bond denominations are hand written, which suggests that 
bonds could be procured for various denominations that suited the 
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purchaser’s pocketbook. Since there is no evidence otherwise, it is possible 
that these five counties issued bonds in additional pre-printed “fixed” 
amounts. At present there is no way to tell how many bonds were issued by 
each jurisdiction. Numbers on examples are all low, all under 100, (i.e. 6, 
13,22,33,40, 44, 66, 69).

M. Smith or his assigns, 
issued January 30 th , 1865, at 6% by John A. Shearer, Treasurer of Appomattox 
County, and payable on December 15, 1866 

The town of Fredericksburg issued pre-war bonds under an Act of the State of 
Virginia, dated March 18, 1855 and a local court order dated September 25, 
1855. These bonds bore the denomination of $100 and were payable 
through 1872. These were not coupon bonds, but endorsements on the back 
of the bonds show that interest was paid during the Civil War years. They 
should be considered Civil War era county bonds. 

Virginia State Law passed January 19, 1861, and an ordinance of the State 
Convention, passed in May 1861 authorized local Virginia jurisdictions to 
make these issues. Perhaps if someone had the time, they could survey the 
local county order books for these and other counties to discover the enabling 
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ordinances that could tell us the authorized amount, the actual number of 
bonds to be issued, their denominations, and perhaps who bought them.

Book Review: Discovering Virginia’s Colonial Artifacts - 
A Comprehensive Guide to Recovery, Identification and 
Preservation by Bill Dancy 

Bill Dancy’s new book is a 
“must read” for all who 
dream of finding handfuls 
of gold and silver coins in 
Virginia. Bill’s passion 
has been colonial coins, and 
having unearthed nearly 
two hundred colonial 
silvers, he is “the expert” 
who shares his finds and 
techniques in a beautifully 
illustrated, hardcover 

volume of nearly 400 
pages. Bill recovers early 
hammered silver coins in caches and as singles from their colonial Virginia 
context, and shows you his unparalleled recoveries. From a 1607-dated, six 
pence of King James, minted the year of the founding of Jamestown, these 
coins were brought to America by the original Virginia Cavaliers, who 
cached and lost substantial numbers of pre-English Civil War coins in the 
sandy Tidewater. See genuine and gorgeous Elizabethan hammered coins, 
Spanish cobs and pistareens, German jetons, Massachusetts Bay Pine Tree 
coins, numismatic rarities in the colonial American series, and still unknown 
tokens, plus their cut, clipped, broken, holed, guillotined and counterfeit 
brethren, just as they dropped from the hands of Virginia’s colonial settlers, 
soldiers, and merchants.
